Mr. Olive Counter, who resides on the

WEW YORK STOCK BROKERS AN 
THEIB PAY. 


Three Clayvses of Hrokers- Meavy 
Com pensation—Average Amount 
“Made by the 1,100 Brokers. 

Generally speaking, brokers are of 
three classes. The firstdoes a regul:r 
commission business; never speculates, 
except on occasions, and succeds best. 

The second are the scalpers, who buy 

and sell in the hope of making one- 

eighth or one-quarter of one per cent. 
profit. These are the physiogaomists of 
the institution. Reading the faces of 
associates who hrve large orders, they 
buy with the inteation of sellingto them 
atarise. The scalpers are busiest when 
there are more brokers than busines. 

Too smart to live, say usually die of 

pecuniary atrophy. ‘The guerrijias are a 

sub-class of the scalpers, few in number, 

and by making specialty of dealing in 
inactive stocks have formerly fixed the 
unsavory appellations of “hell's kitchen” 
and ‘“‘robbers’ roost” upon certain locali- 
ties of the floor. The third class is com- 
posed of traders in particular stocks, by 
whose rise and fall they strive to enrich 
themselves, in some instances closing 
contracts every day. One trader in 
Northwest for sixteen years is’said to have 
accumulated a handsome fortune. The 
ideal broker is cool, imperturbable, un- 
reudable, knowing or accurately guess- 
ing the movements of the great opera- 
tors, able to buy the most stock withthe 
least fluctuation, covering his tracks in 
the execution of a large order by pur- 
one in small quantities, and by 
shrewd selling at the same time. Wash- 
ington E. Conner, partner and broker of 

Jay Gould, does presumably the. largest 

brokerage business in the Exchange. 

The compensation paid to commission 
brokers ought to be satisfactory. It is 
one-eighth of one per cent, updn the pur- 
chase and upon the sale of all securities 
other than government bonds, estimated 
at par value, when made for a party who 
is nota member of the Exchange. No? 
business can be done for less than this 
rate to non-members. The minimum 
rate charged to members is one-thirty- 
second of one per cent., except where 
one member a buys or sells for an- 
other (giving up his principal on the 
day of the transaction), and does not 
receiye or deliver the stock, in which 


case the rate must not be less than one- | 


fiftieth of one per cent. The commission 
on mining stocks selling in the market at 
$5 per share or less is $3.12; per 100 
shares; if at more than $5, and not over 
$10 per share, $6.25; if more than $10 
pe share, $12.50. To members of the 
xchange the minimum commission 
charged is $2 per 100 shares. Contracts 
for a longer period than three days 
carry six per cent. interest, Any viola- 
tion, direct or indirect, of these laws— 
even the offering to do business at less 
than.these rates—is punishable by expul- 
sion from the Exchange, and sale 
ssa rv “J ~- 
missions of the membership of the 
offender. The commission broker who 
carries stock for his customer and fur- 
nishes most of the money occasionally 
charges one-fourth of one per cent., or 
$25 per 100 x iares. Ten bonds, at par 
of $1,000 each, are reckoned equivalent 
to 100 shares, and are subject to the same 
commissions. 
What compensation will these rates 
afford to brokers? For the year ending 
December 31, 1881, the transactions of 
the Stock Exchange are computed to 
have amounted to $12,816,246,600. 
Checks for this enormous amount were 
drawn and paid. The commissions 
thereon at one-fourth of one per Cent 
would be $32,040,616: which, divided 
equally among 1,100 brokers, would give 
to each the snug little sum of $29,127. 
This, as related to the cost of his seat, is 
almost or quite equal to the Israelite’s 
‘‘shent per shent.”” Notall the brokers re- 
ceive this remuneration ; some receive five 
or six times as much, Profit is propor- 
tioned to size of sales and purchases. Itis 
impossible, without possession of an ab- 
stract of each broker's business, to accu- 
rately estimate the amount of fictitious 
sales,or sales on ‘'margins,” as compared 
with sales to bona fide investors. It can 
not, we judge, be less, and is probably 
much more than one-half of the whole. 
—R. Wheatley, in Harper.

Their peculiar shapes 
and sizes, some tall and slender, others 
short and thick, with bright flowers nes- 
tled among the jagged spines, givea 
striking appearance to the landscape. In 
some places in Southern California, Ari- 
rona and New Mexico the cacti form an 
almost impassible barrier. 


The Oldest Known Work of Man. 


The tenth king of the line of Menes. 
irst king of Egypt, 1s supposed to have 
left what is considered the oldest known 
work of man—the great pyramid with 
steps, at Sakkarah. A group of statues 
of a few reigns afterward are among the 
best specimens of egyptian art, and re- 
resent arace of men of the-highest type 
—higher than those who succeed them. 
And it was the kings of the fourth dy- 
nasty—relatively very early, and still of 
ihe first of the three great periods of 
national prosperity—that left the most 
stupendous and enduring monuments, 
the crowning wonder of the ages, the 
great pyramids. The oldest character 
known to profane history was Menes, 
the Egyptian king referred to. His an- 
tiquity passes all our standards of chro- 
nology, and can hardly be comprehended 
ly. those whose studies have been 
bounded by what passes for ancient his- 
tory. Some calculations of his epoch 
p ace it at several hundred years before 
what is assumed is ‘‘Usshers’s Chronoi- 
ogy,” as the date of the creation of man 
and relatively modest estimates fix it be- 
fore the time assumed in the same chro- 
nology as that of the flood. His name. 
which meaus ‘‘the stable”—occurs in al! 
the sources of history, Greek and Egyp- 
‘ian, on the monuments and in the papy- 
ruses, as that of the founder of the 
«mpire.—Treasure Trova,

AT THE WHITE HOUSE 


Scenes During a Presidential Hecep- 
tien —tranky Visitors. 

Below is an interesting account of a day’ 
doings at the White House during one of 
President Cleveland's receptions. It is given 
in a Washington dispatch to the New York 
Herald: 

The tri-weekly informal afternoon recep- 
tions which bave been instituted at the White 
House by President Cleveland are now ths 
most interesting and attractive entertain- 
ments in Washington. The number who at- 
tend them increase every week. This after- 
noon there were nearly two hundred _per- 
sons in the East room when the Presi- 
dent entered. Of this number more 
than one-half were ladies. The people 
who expect sensations to occur there are ve 
much disappointed, Indeed, the idea whic 
has got abroad that the White House is con- 
stantiy infested with cranks is far from being 
correct. 

There were two visitors of this claas at the 
White House to-day. One of them wanted 
to talk on shipbuilding. He said ship- 
building was more sacr than any 
other calling or occupation in which men en- 
gaged, and that shipbuilders should have 
every possible protection that the government 
could give them in the way of bounties and 
rewards. Before he had got very far be was 
told to submit his idea in writing to the sec- 
retary of the navy, who was just now investi- 
gating the subject. They got rid of bim. 

The other man wanted the government to 
purchase of him a quanticy of small croco- 
diles which be said he could catch in a couple 
of days in the lower “Potomac, and place 
them in the basins of the fountains in public 
parks. He thought the antics that young 
and playful crocodiles would perform would 
be more amusing to the children, as well as 
others, than anything else. He said there 
were millions of crocodiles in the Potomac, 
and that he pos: a secret by which he 
could easily catch as many as might be 
needed. This gentleman was referred to the 
Fish commission. 

The President makes all his visitors feel at 
home. He seems to make everyone think 
that he is specially glad to see them. er 
to the ordinary observer it looks as if he 
shakes the hands of all who present them- 
selves the same way, he does not, and many 
of them go away with the .

President receives them. He never seems to 
pay any attention to their attire or appear 
ance, all, rich and poor, being cordially re- 
ceived, though it has Seen noticed that-in the 
case of ared ladies, andindeed aged men, he 
makes extra efforts to convince them that h» 
is glad to receive their calls.

Another Civil Service Comimis>ioner 
Kevignus. 

Civil Servic? Commissioner Thoman, ina 
letter to the President tendering bis resigna- 
tion, says: 

‘‘While thus asking release from so honor- 
able a trust, I desire to record my gratifiva- 
tion of the proved practicability and remedial 
effectiveness of the reform procedure. Tried 
veterans in political warfare view 
with amazement the facile, though 
radical, departure from the fa- 
miliar methods of the spoils system of 
distributing patronage. Strenuous and sin- 
cere argument, and also deliberate perversion. 
mark the opposition of different groups of 
antagonists. And yetit must be concluded 
that a majority of the political leaders in 
either party is in accord with the Pendleton 
law, if its original enactment and emphatic 
endorsement by a subsequent Congress were 
honest legislative expressions, and not the 
coercion of moral cowardice by popular senti- 
ment nor partisan legerdemain. * * * 
Public appreciation of the fact that this re- 
form does not trench upon sturdy partisan 
ship came late. It wassedulously maintained 
that the civil service was to be composed oi 
men who shou'd abjure certain rights of citi- 
zenship. With the gradual, but inevitable 
retutation of this false view, the outlines of 
the reform at last stood forthin clearness. 
It is a reform which views the civil service 
as a vast business agency; its search is for 
the best obtainable merit. In business which 
is not political it enforces no tests of party.”

MANY VESSELS 


Destruction of the Fishing Fleei 
on the Labrador Coast. 


People’s Houses Swept Away ané 
umerous Persons Drowned. 


— — 


Advices have been received at Halifax 
Nova Scotia, of a terrific burricane alon; 
the coast of Labrador. On October 10 th 
wind was high. Dur.ng the night itincrease 
rapidly, and by 109 o'clock the following da) 
it was blowing a hurricane. The fishing flee 
in the neighborhood had po warning of th 
storm's approach, and being taken almos 
unprepared was almost entirely destroyed 
The vessels sought such shelter as th 
inhospitable coast afforded, but ves 
sol after vessel was blown from its mooring 
and driven ashore on the rocky reefs, then 
10 be dashed to pieces. Wreckage is strom 
slong the coast for miles, and more of it 4 
‘oming ashore every hour. The full exten 
of the damage cannot yet be estimated fo 


want of communication, but from what ha 

veen learned so far from seventy to ninety 

vessels have gone to pieces, ard only a few o 

their crews had any chance to escape. A 

eo as estimated some one hundred fisherme 
ve Jost their lives. 

The people on the shore, mostly wome: 
and chiliren, are thus bereft of their sole sup 

rt at a tim» when the entire coast is suffer 

g froma dire famine. Niany of the los 
Vessels are from other Jocalities, and this add 
to the difficulty in getting the list of vessel 
destroyed. The reason why this disaster i 

rticularly felt by the inhabitants there i 

ue to the fact that the fisheries were a com 
p ete failure. 

Every able-bodied man and boy had bea 
tempted to take ss of large schools o 
mackerel which had suddenly appeared & 
those waters. For the same reason the veer 
sels had all remained on the grounds some 
what Jater in the season to make up for thei 
past bard luck. 

There are now fully 2,000 persons o1 
shore completely destitute. Their appeal 
for aid made a few weeks ago upon th 
strength of the fisheries have now becom 
‘doubly urgent. A steamer is fitting out t 
goat once to their assistance with all thy 
necessaries needed and then itis hoped tha 
‘complete returns of the disaster can be ob 
tained. The Dominion parliament has bee; 
ycailed upon and a liberal donation is ex 


pected. 
' The damage done,according to the reports, 
jis not confined to the sea, but numbers o! 


idwellings, many of them little better thas 


huts, but still the on y home and shelter thes« 
unfortunate persons possessed, were leveled 
to the grou.d or washed away by the 
tide, which is reported to bave rises 
to an unpreceden height within a fev 
hours. In many instances the people wen 
away from home, being down vn the beacl 
assisting some unfortunate craft ashore, and 
60, when the flood came they were not there 
to remove their effects and consequently lost 
their all. 

The many thus left homeless are subsistin 
ths best way - | can either in the houses 
friends, in the oil factories, or in temporary 
shelters made up of old boats, 
vas, etc., in sheltered nooks, 
a fatal effect on the many victims of the 
dreaded scurvy which made its appearance 
bome time ago. 

A number of bodies bave been washed up, 
some fifty being recovered so far, but so dis- 
figured are they from the action of the water, 
or from having been beaten out of all human 
resemblence on the rocks, it was possible to 
identify only a few. They were buried in 
hastily-made graves as soon as recovered, the 
inhabitants religiously accompanying each to 
the grave and seeing that some burial service 
was held. 

So violent was the surf that only little 
came asbore from the wreck sufficiently in- 
tact to be utilized. The vessels were most o1

A later dispatch from St. John’s, New-

Eighty vessels were 
wrecked or driven ashore, and 
at least seventy men from the 


crews of the vessels lost their lives. Two 
thousand persons are now ashore in a desti- 
tute condition. The news created great ex- 
citement here.

provisions, clothing and other comforts for 
the use of the castaways.” 


The barkentine Nellie has arrived at St. 
John's, N. F., from Labrador. She brin 
terrible news of the burricane that recently 
rava.oithe wave-washed shores of that 
bleak and inhospitable country. Not 
only have the fisheries failed the sturdy 
toilers of the sea, but the very ele- 
ments seem to have a particular spite against 
them. With the beginning of the month the 
weather grew badand frequent storms pre- 
vailed. On the llth inst. a hurricane came 
on. It struck the coast quite unexpectedly, 
and the fishing vessels suffered seveérely. 
‘Many foundered at their anchors, and others 
were dashed high on the rocks and became 
total wrecks. 

The less of life was terrible. Some of the 
passengers of the Nelle estimate the number 
at three hundred. Several women perished 
from exposure and starvation others 
were drowned, 

At Esquimaux Point, out of a population 
of 150 families, only twenty have supplies for 
the winter. Thirty more hope to get enough 
from the merchants who usually make ad- 
‘vances to them to pull them through. The 


‘remeining 100 tamilies have nothing 
whatever with which to face the win- 
ter, and it will be necessary either 


to bring them off the coast or to send sup- 
'plies to them. The failure of the fisheries 
‘was due to the action of the ive in the spring. 
The fall fishing has been poor all over the 
gulf owing to rough weather. Prices of all 
kinds of fish are low. 

Over two thousand persons are destitute 
and stranded on the coast. Five steamers 

ve been dispatched to their assistance. 
The worst is not yet known, but suffi- 
cient information bas come to hand 
%)> make it tully known that. dire 
distress prevails oa the coast. The h 
vlew with such violence that many of the 
rude hats of the fishermen were swept away. 
Hundreds of families are deprived of a roof, 
and seek shelter day and night under the 
scanty protection afforded by wreckage and 
tattered sails.

But the rai roads came and took the bulk of 
the passeager traffic, and the golden days of 
steamnboating psssed away. 

The quastion is often asked if the railroads 
will ever be abie entirely to run the steam-

say that they willnot. The steamboat inter- 
est is one of great magnitude; and as long as 
we have such majestic streams as the Ohio 
and the Mississippi, there will be steamboats 
The boats run at a great disadvantage, how- 
ever, as compared with the railway lines, for 
with the times at which the water is to. bigh 
and those at which there is barely enough to 
enable them to scrap» over the bars, boating 
is irregular and uncertain work. 

But boats must be run; must be insured, 
aud must be left in good order.
